WAINFLEET - Test the water 
before diving in. 

In recent weeks, popular summer¬ 
time destinations, including Nickel 
Beach in Port Colborne and Long 
Beach Conservation East in Wainfleet 
were deemed unsafe to swim in due 
to unhealthy levels ofE. coli bacteria. 

Though the beaches have since 
been retested and declared safe once 
again by Niagara Region public health, 
the question arises of just where the 
bacteria is coming from. 

There are many different factors 
that can contribute to E. coli spikes in 
local waterways. 

High rain events, periods of extreme 
hot weather, a “high bather load," 
drainage issues or a large amount 
of waterfowl can all contribute to 
high bacteria readings, said Bjorn 
Christensen. 

The region's director of environ¬ 
mental health said on-shore waves 
can also play a role by stirring up bac¬ 
teria embedded in the sand.

Each of Niagara’s beaches 
is different, which is why 
they’re regularly tested by 
public health, Christensen 
said. Staff who perform water 
samples use GPS to ensure 
they’re sampling in the same 
spot at the same depth to 
maintain consistency. 

Regular testing is impor¬ 
tant, he said, as finding bac¬ 
teria in local waterways in not 
uncommon. 

“It's lake water, not bacte¬ 
ria-free water. It’s not treated, 
but natural water. 

“You can expect there 
will be bacteria there,” he 
said, adding the levels "vary 
constandy.” 

But it’s not just the water of 
public beaches that should be 
tested regularly, Christensen

sewage systems, particularly 
those living on local water¬ 
ways, are encouraged to 
provide water samples to the 
region several times a year. 

Homeowners have a 
responsibility to test their 
own water quality to ensure 
their system is working cor¬ 
rectly and not contaminating 
surrounding groundwater, 
Christensen said. 

The region, he said, pro¬ 
vides water sampling con¬ 
tainers that residents can 
fill and then send to public 
health to determine if their 
system is operating properly. 

“We’ll then help them to 
interpret the results.” 

In accordance with the 
Ontario Building Code, the 
region inspects septic systems 
when they are first installed 
or upgraded, said inspector 
Tanya Killins. 

Maintenance and monitor¬ 


ing then becomes responsi¬ 
bility of the homeowner. 

If notified of a septic 
system problem, either by 
the homeowner or on a com¬ 
plaint basis, the region will 
investigate and issue a work 
order, where necessary, for 
repairs. 

Septic systems that are not 
working properly are often 
quickly identified, Killins 
said, as sewage can be seen 
and smelled as it makes its 
way out of the ground. 

For residents with under¬ 
sized lots unable to accom¬ 
modate a septic tank, holding 
tanks are often put in place. 
In order for the region to 
approve the tank, however, 
proof of a hauling contract 
to have it regularly emptied 
must be provided to ensure 
the avoidance of any overflow 
or discharge, Killins said. 

Wainfleet will be taking 


over septic system inspec¬ 
tions from the region this fall 
and implementing a man¬ 
datory inspection of exist¬ 
ing systems beginning next 
spring. 

After Niagara Region voted 
to scrap its controversial plan 
to extend municipal water 
and sewer services to the 
township’s lakeshore, a strat¬ 
egy had to be put in place to 
help stop contamination of 
Wainfleet’s aquifer, said Greg 
Wuisman, the township’s 
director of operations. 

The public health depart¬ 
ment issued a boil water 
advisory for the lakeshore 
area several years ago, and it 
remains in effect today. 

Aging and faulty private 
septic systems are a "leading 
cause in the contamination 
of the aquifer,” Wuisman said, 
adding the ongoing inspec¬ 
tion program is expected to 


assist with the issue. 

The program is still subject 
to the approval of council. 
Wuisman was to bring for¬ 
ward an update at Tuesday’s 
Wainfleet council meeting. 

It will be up to council to 
decide whether the program 
will be mandatory solely for 
the 1,200 homes within the 
boil water advisory area or 
the entire township, Wuisman 

If the program is approved, 
a team of staff will begin 
going door-to-door in the 
spring to ensure all septic sys¬ 
tems are in compliance with 
the Ontario Building Code. 

If a problem is discovered, 
a work order will be issued 
for the homeowner to bring 
the system into compliance. 

“This is an alternative to 
sewer and water servicing,” 
Wuisman said. The so-called 
Big Pipe project was simply 


“too expensive” for the 
township to afford, he said, 
but “something has to be 
done” now that it has been 
scrapped. 

This is the township's 
chance to improve its aquifer, 
he said. 

"This is a better solution in 
the long run.” 

While there have been sim¬ 
ilar inspection programs in 
other municipalities, this will 
be the first carried out to such 
an extent, Wuisman said. 

"This will be 
groundbreaking.” 

The inspection program 
will be ongoing and coun¬ 
cil will determine whether 
inspections are performed 
at homes every three or five 
years, he said. 

In Port Colborne, the 
inspection of private septic 
systems will continue to be 
performed by the region.

After firefighters called dis¬ 
patchers on their way to 
the resort, they were told 
a camper thought he wit¬ 
nessed a balloon crashing 
into the lake. 

He said firefighters were 
on scene for about 40 min¬ 
utes. While there, they spoke 
to the man who reported the 


hot air balloon crash. 

Bendia said the balloons 
were about three feet tall and 
illuminated. 

“It went out over the lake 
and the guy sitting at his 
trailer saw this thing and 
thought it was a hot air bal¬ 
loon from quite a distance 
away. It was a legitimate 
call," he said. “But they did 
get a whack of other calls on

Bendia said.

Water woes 

E very spring-summer in Niagara, water testing is 
conducted at beaches across Niagara. 

The testing is carried out by Niagara Region’s public 
health unit and it’s checking for E. coli bacteria levels at 
the beaches. It’s carried out the same way every time, with 
testers using GPS to make sure they are measuring in the 
same location and same depth as before. 

Regular testing us important said Bjorn Christensen, the 
region’s director of environmental health, as each beach is 
different. 

Almost every beach in Niagara is closed to swimmers at 
some point due to high levels of the bacteria and usually 
re-open quickly once retesting is carried out. 

There are many different factors that can contribute to E. 
coli spikes in local waterways. 

High rain events, periods of extreme hot weather, a 
“high bather load,” drainage issues or a large amount of 
waterfowl can all contribute to high bacteria readings, said 
Christensen. On-shore waves can also play a role by stirring 
up bacteria embedded in the sand. 

Finding bacteria in local waterways in not uncommon. 

“It’s lake water, not bacteria-free water. It’s not treated, but 
natural water. “You can expect there will be bacteria there," 
Christensen said, adding the levels “vary constantly.” 

But it’s not just the water of public beaches that should be 
tested regularly; residents who have private sewage systems, 
particularly those living on local waterways, are encouraged 
to provide water samples to the region several times a year. 

Homeowners have a responsibility to test their own water 
quality to ensure their system is working correctly and not 
contaminating surrounding groundwater, Christensen said. 

Wainfleet is looking at starting its own septic system 
inspection program in lieu of the 'Big Pipe! a water-sewer 
pipeline that was proposed for the lakeshore area of the 
township, being rejected. 

We’re hopefid this program will take care of the problems 
associated with septic systems leaking into the lake and local 
aquifers. 

If those systems are fixed, unfortunately it won’t be an end 
to beach closures in south Niagara. 

Water in Lake Erie comes straight from Lake Superior and 
numerous creeks, streams and rivers across the Great Lake 
watershed. 

Raw sewage still makes its way into the lakes and 
agricultural and industrial runoff brings a host of problems 
as well. 

Canada and the U.S. need to do all they can to make sure 
as much pollution as possible is removed from the Great

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TRANSPORTATION: Flooding in U.S. diverts grain hauling 


Canal sees boost in grain and liquids shipments 


InPort News Staff 

PORT COLBORNE - 
Flooding in the Mississippi 
River valley has boosted 
grain shipments through 
the St. Lawrence Seaway 
and Welland Canal to the 
Atlantic. 

And the temporary clo¬ 
sure of a refinery in Sarnia 
has led to a surge of tankers 
carrying liquids through the 
canal to western customers. 

Grain shipments in the 


million tonnes during the 
same period last year. 

While Canadian grain 
shipments were up three 
per cent, to 1.9 million 
tonnes, the surge was pre¬ 
dominantly fuelled by an 
increase in U.S. shipments 
of 400,000 tonnes heading 
through the seaway to the 
Atlantic Ocean and overseas 
markets. 

Grain traffic had increased 
beyond expectations, said 
Bruce Hodgson, the sea- 


grain, salt and construction 
materials. 

"As the vessels that transit 
our system deliver key com¬ 
modities for manufacturing 
and food production, cargo 
shipments tend to mirror 
what’s going on in the gen¬ 
eral economy,” Hodgson 

"From an economic 
standpoint, we're still expe¬ 
riencing a steady but cau¬ 
tious recovery."
